Susan Jenkins challenges two 
incumbents on School Committe

Susan Jenkins, of 15 West Parish Drive, a 
member of the West Elementary School Par 
ent Teacher Organization, has taken out 
papers to run for School Committee. Incum- 
bent Mike Frishman, 11 Washington Park 
Drive, ended the guess work for town elec 
tion watchers by announcing he will seek re- 
election to his seat on the School Committee. 

Mr. Frishman, who has already served 
one, three-year term, took out papers from 
the town clerk’s office Friday, Jan. 4. He 
joins incumbent Susan Poore, 85 Osgood St., 
who has announced she is running but 
hasn’t yet taken out papers. The three are 
running for two three-year terms. 

Ms. Jenkins took out nomination papers 
for the March 25 Town Elections last Friday. 

Ms. Jenkins served as PTO treasurer last 
year. She said she is running because she’s 
concerned about the lack of funds for educa- 
tion, the condition of the aging school build- 
ings and crowded elementary classrooms. 
She has a child, Andrew, in the first grade, 
and triplet daughters, Allison, Stacey and 
Kristin, in the eighth grade at West Middle 
School. 

Mr. Frishman said he is seeking re-elec- 
tion because he’s enjoyed his last three years 
on the committee and is looking forward to 
working with Mark McQuillan, the new 
superintendent of schools. 

“Seeing as I was a part of the process of 
hiring Dr. McQuillan, I would like an oppor 
tunity to work with him,” Mr. Frishman 
said. 

Ms. Poore was first elected to the School 
Committee in 1982. She has served three con- 
secutive three-year terms.

Lack of snow 
could be a 
budget blessing 


The lack of a white Christmas and 
New Year’s has done wonders for 
Andover's snow budget. 

The storm that dropped a few inches 
of snow on Andover on Friday, Dec. 28, 
cost approximately $30,000-40,000 to 
clean up, according to Bob McQuade, 
public works director. But that is the 
only expense that has dug into the 
$400,000 snow-removal budget this 
year. 

Any surplus in the snow budget will 


become significant after the end of 


February, according to Buzz Stapezyn- 
ski, town manager. 

Town officials will be able to use any 
excess money in the snow account in 
preparing the town budget for April 
Town Meeting, Mr. Stapezynski said. 


Elm Square gas 
station robbed

Nearly $1,300 was taken from the 
Village Annex Texaco, at 14 N. Main 
St., Monday late afternoon by a “tough 
talking” robber who threatened an 
attendant and then fled toward Elm 
Square and escaped with a bag full of 
cash 

David M. Gattinella, 17, of Methuen, 
the attendant, said the subject came in 
to the gas station office and borrowed 
the keys to the men’s room. When he 
came back to return the keys he asked 
the attendant for a bag. Mr. Gattinella 
had just given him a brown bag when 
the subject shoved him with his left 
elbow and said, “This is a (expletive) 
stickup. Don’t turn around. Put the 
money in the bag.” 

Mr. Gattinella told police the subject 
had his hand in his coat pocket and 
sounded like he meant business, 
according to the police report 

The subject gave Mr. Gattinella the 
bag and told him to put the money 
from the register in it. The subject then 
reached into a box on the floor for mon 
ey that was to be used as the next 
shift’s bank, removed the bills and 
stuffed those into the bag. 

“Don't look at me. You'll get hurt,” 
he told Mr. Gattinella, according to the 
report. 

The robber repeated his threats 
before he fled the office and ran out to 
North Main Street and toward Elm 
Square. 

Mr. Gattinella motioned to another 
employee outside the office as the man 
fled, then yelled to the employee that 
the station had been robbed. Mr. Gat- 
tinella then ran the 200-or-so feet to the 
police station to report the robbery. 

Police were unable to locate the sub-

ject. Mr. Gattinella told police he never: 


saw: a weapon and did not know if the 
robber actually had one, according to 
officer Harry Collins. 

The station manager reported 
$1,293.34 was taken in the hold up. 

The suspect is described as a white 
male, 6 feet tall, in his mid 20s with a 
medium build, a light complexion, a 
skinny face and a brown mustache. He 
was wearing an olive green three- 
quaerters length fatigue coat and a 
navy blue knit cap. 

Mr. Gattinella and a witness who 
was getting gas at the time of the rob- 
bery reported seeing another subject 
loitering on the sidewalk near Elm 
Square. 

The witness said a tall, black male 
in his 20s or 30s, also wearing an olive, 
three-quarters length coat and dark 
knit hat, looked at the station several 
times and appeared to be waiting for a 
ride.

School board 


puts a hold on 
some contracts

The School Committee has decided 
not to negotiate contract renewals 
with any unions until it has a better 
picture of what Fiscal Year 1992 will 
look like, said Chairman Andres 
Salazar this week. Officals are antici 
pating $2.5 to $3 million will be cut to 
balance next year’s budget. 

Those affected by this right now are 
school nurses, principals, whose con- 
tracts run out this year, and the two 
assistant superintendents of schools: 
Lois Haslam, who is in charge of cur- 
riculum, and Frank Paul, assistant 
superintendent for operations and 
finance. 

The committee told the nurses and 
principals it would postpone negotia 
tions until later in the budgeting pro 
cess for FY "92. 

Dr. Haslam’'s and Mr. Paul's con 
tracts would have automatically been 
renewed for next year if they had not 
been notified otherwise by Dec. 31. 
Each makes approximately $70,000 per 
year and they currently are employed 
without contracts. 

Chairman Salazar and member 
Richard Hubbell said the committee 
took this action on its own because it 
though it was the fiscally responsible 
thing to do. Each said there is a big 
misconception right now that new 
Superintendent Mark McQuillan initi 
ated the action 

“That's the furthest 
truth,” said Mr. Hubbell.

ancient Greece and Rome, paleolithic 
and neolithic people all over the 
world worshiped a goddess in three 
forms: maiden, mother and crone.

Many women find that the UU 
course and several others like it are 
representative of a movement that 
takes them beyond the political anger 
of feminism and work for women’s 
rights to a far deeper level, the facili- 
tators said.

Although Mr. Regan, now 29, anda 
graduate student in film production at 
Boston University, never really consid 
ered himself a diehard Elvis fan, this 
memory is etched in his mind. The 
scene played over and over again as he 
readied himself last week for a road 
trip to film a movie on Elvis fans cele 
brating what would have been the 
King’s 56th birthday at Graceland in 
Memphis, Tenn. 

Mr. Regan wanted to do “something 
different” for his final film thesis to 
receive his master’s degree. He could 
have qualified by using a promotional 
film he made for Lowes theaters, for 
which he was paid, but it wasn’t what 
he was looking for 

“IT think it’s important to make a 
personal film at this point in my 
career,” Mr. Regan said during an 
interview last week at the Holt Road 
home he shares with his parents, 
Geraldine and Thomas 

“The way a film comes across is 
very different when it’s personal to the 
film-maker,” he said 

The film, tentatively titled “Waiting 
for Elvis,” is being filmed this week on 
location at Graceland, Elvis’s home 
and now mecca to his throngs of fans. 
What he decided on was a documen 
tary-style film interviewing people and 
asking them why they believe Elvis is 
alive 

He expects the filming to take seven 
to 10 days. The 16mm film, typically 
used by students, will cost him in the 
neighborhood of $6,000 to $7,000. He is 
financing the film with some of his 
own money and a loan from his par 
ents 

“I don’t know what I’m going to get 
once we begin filming,” he said as he 
sat on a couch, nursing in his right 
hand the one cup of coffee he allows 
himself each day and scratching with 
his left hand behind the ears of his con 
stant companion, a Dalmatian named 
Wrigley. 

He and the five-man skeleton film 
crew began their 24-hour road trip to 
Graceland this week, but last week he 
spoke about his reasons for doing the 
film, his expectations for the final 
product and about the process of film 
ing itself. Because he had limited time 
to put together the financing and orga 
nization of the film and the relatively 
short period of time to shoot it, Mr 
Regan decided to take just two sound 
people and one director of photography 
with him. He will be the producer and 
director of the film. His longtime friend 
and fellow alumnus of Phillips Acade- 
my, Charlie Wiseman, will accompany 
the crew 

“We need Charlie to be funny,” Mr. 
Regan said. 

Mr. Wiseman grew up on Stinson 
Road and the two graduated from PA 
in 1979. Another member of that class 
and close friend of the two is Holly 
wood film star James Spader. He 
offered some advice to Mr. Regan, such 
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Waiting for Elvis, the king of rock and roll

as expanding.the scope of the film and 
offering some idea on how to approach 
filming, but the best contributions his 
friend made was mailing a 4-foot by 2- 
foot mural of Elvis on black velvet and 
the suggestion that Mr. Wiseman join 
the film crew to keep everyone in touch 
with their funny bones. 

Once there, he will stop people who 
are going to and from Graceland and 
ask them why.they, are there, why

Elvis’s memory is so important and if 


they believe he is alive. 

“1 don’t want to make fun of these 
people,” said Mr. Regan. 

“Tl want to take them seriously, 
because even though I may not believe 
what they do, their beliefs are very 
important to them and you don’t want 
to belittle that.” 

He hopes the piece will have a bal- 
auce’to‘it, He. wants it. ta’be lightheart- 


ed as well as informative for people 
who may not know too much about the 
notion that exists in the country today 
that Elvis is alive 

“What I find fascinating is that the 
crowd that seems to like him today 
isn't the crowd he originally appealed 
to,” he said. 

Mr. Regan said most aspects of the 
production end of film making are 
tedious. He found making the hotel 
arrangements, booking tours of Grace 
land and purchasing insurance for the 
film “boring.” 

“Being a film producer is sometimes 
like being a janitor,” he said, “it’s all 
cleanup work.” 

The schedule has been so hectic Mr. 
Regan said he even dreamed about the 
film. 

“I kept having this nightmare that 
Elvis is coming to see me and ask me 
why I’m doing this film,” he jcked. 

During the pre-production frenzy, 
from September to about a week ago, 
Mr. Regan organized interviews with 
some people for when he arrives. He 
said he was amazed to find out how 
many people want to be included. 

Some of the more popular theories 
about Elvis still living center around 
three locations: Ohio, Buffalo, N.Y., 
and the most popular site for Elvis cit 
ings, Kalamazoo, Mich. 

“The problem is that most people 
are looking for men that look like what 
Elvis looked like years ago,” he said. 

“They should be looking for what 
he’d really look like at middle age.” 

Mr. Regan hired a police artist to 
draw a sketch of what the king might 
look like at 56. He’s going to pass the 
drawing around to the people he inter 
views and others on the street and ask 
if anyone has seen a man who looks 
like it. He plans to make road trips to 
film in Kalamazoo, Ohio and maybe 
even Buffalo if the schedule and money 
allow. 


One favorite theory is that Elvis is 
living in one of those locations or near 
by under the witness protection pro 
gram. Many years ago, Elvis was made 
an honorary member of the Drug 
Enforcement Agency. Some people 
believe he was an undercover agent for 
the DEA, informing on people in the 
entertainment world. 

Mr. Regan has hired a Boston band 
to write and perform special music for 
the movie. 

“Hopefully this will be a film that 
makes itself,” he said. 

His aim is to cut the film to 20 or 25 
minutes. That’s the usual maximum: 
length for entries in student film com- 
petitions. 

“Imagine if I do find him. I'll never 
have to work another day in my life,” 
he said with an ear-to-ear grin. 

If uncovering the secret lair of Elvis 
doesn’t pan out, he plans to teach a few 
film and theater classes at BU as a 
graduate assistant this spring and he 
plans eventually to return to California 
to the preparatory school where he pre- 
viously taught.

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Former employee suing town

A former town department 
director is suing the town for 
alleged discrimination and com 
pensation she believes she 
deserves after being laid off in 
August of 1989. 


Joan Pearson, 12 Sheridan 
Road, filed a lawsuit in Superior 
Court two weeks ago, charging 
the town treated her unfairly 
when she was laid off 

The suit contends that the 
town misrepresented her termi 
nation date and her severance 
pay. 

“All ['m looking for is what's 
due to me,” said Ms. Pearson in a 
telephone interview this week 


Ms. Pearson was hired by the 
town in 1973. In 1979 she was pro 
moted to director of the Depart 
ment of Community Services. 
When she was laid off she was 
making approximately $50,000 
per year 


According the papers filed in 


court, her husband, James, and 
daughter, Lindsey, request com 
pensation of $30,000 each “as a 
result of the emotional distress 
suffered by Joan Pearson.” 


When asked by the Towns 
man how much restitution she is 
seeking, Ms. Pearson declined to 
name a specific dollar amount. 
She did say, however. that the 
figure, rumored to be nearly 
$100,000 “is no way near that 
high.” 


“I'm not looking to take the 
town to the cleaners...all I asked 
was to be treated fairly by the 
town after 16 years of service,” 
she said. 


Michael Gilman, the town’s 
attorney, said the town has not 
yet been served with the court 
papers. 

Ms. Pearson filed a complaint 
with the Massachusetts Commis- 
sion Against Discrimination last 
May. No action has been taken in 
that case.

At least three members of the 
Board of Selectmen have indicated 
they won’t stand in the way of the 
School Committee in asking the 
voters to decide about an override 
of Proposition 2 1/2. Although we 
believe residents are in no shape 
economically, or frame of mind to 
approve an override, we agree that 
the issue should be decided by 
more people than just the School 
Committee or selectmen. 

Selectman Charles Wesson said 
Monday that he believes it would 
be “remiss” for the Board of Select- 
men to deny the School Committee 
the right to put the question on the 
ballot. But he said that, consider 
ing the economic situation, he 
could not see himself supporting 
an override. He also questioned 
the timing of the proposal. 

Chances are, even if a majority 
of the Board of Selectmen votes to 
include an override or two on the 
March 25 election ballot, most if 
not all of the selectmen would vote 
against them in the privacy of the 
voting booth. That’s their decision. 

The job of a School Committee 
member is to seek and attempt to 
bring the best education the com- 
munity can afford for its public 
school children. The quality of 
education in Andover cannot help 
but slip when the budget constant- 
ly is cut. So it is appropriate that 
the School Committee ask the resi 
dents to make this important decl- 
sion: What are your priorities? 
Can you afford to pay more tax dol- 
lars for the schools’ budget? 

Leave it to the people — that’s the 
appropriate decision here.

They sent me a love- 
ly handmade wreath with a candle in 
it and they’re asking people to keep 
one electric candle out while putting

away their Christmas decorations 
and to light it to show support for our 
troops in Saudi Arabia 

The Franciscan Center, at 475 Riv 
er Road, is holding a prayer service 
for peace Monday, Jan. 14, at 7 p.m., 
at the Chapel of Franciscan Center, 
on the eve of the deadline set by the 
United Nations and supported by 
President Bush for the withdrawal of 
Iraq from Kuwait 

Also. Thomas De Carlo, of 50 Far 
rwood Ave. in North Andover, wrote 
us to say that a group is asking peo 
ple to participate in the National 
Town Meeting for Peace in the Per 
sian Gulf. Those who would like to 
participate should daily stand togeth 
er in front of their local town hall 
from 7 to 8 a.m. through Jan. 15, he 
suggests. 

U.S. Rep. Chet Atkins was in my 
office last week, and he had lots to 
say about the possibility of war in 
the Persian Gulf. But perhaps what 
we want to hear in Andover is what 
we can do about the situation. 

“Write the president, write your 
senator, your congressman, and 
express very clearly your opposition 
to the U.S. starting a war with Iraq 
prior to allowing the sanctions pro- 
gram to take effect and run its 
course,” was Rep. Atkins’ advice. 


My advice is to phone the presi 
dent or send him a special delivery 
letter. There isn’t much time 

Mr. Atkins said the constituents 
from whom he’s hearing are “over 
whelmingly” against war with Iraq 
He pointed out that when he spoke 
here Nov. 29 at Memorial Hall 
Library, Vietnam veterans who 
haven't been politically active are 
becoming active. They are saying, 
according to Mr. Atkins, that the 
United States should “never again 
send a generation of men and women 
to fight a war that we don’t believe 
in, that this country is not willing to 
support.” 

I was hopeful that President Bush 
would listen to public sentiment 
when Mr. Atkins said he is con 
vinced “that this administration 
very much.is driven by public opin 
ion polls.” We may, in the end, have 
to go to war, but I hope we will 
explore all options before that time. 

Mr. Atkins said that “we have to 
give the president a level of flexibili 
ty,” in other words let him speak 
harshly and with threats to Saddam 
Hussein about deadlines and what 


we'll do if he doesn’t pull out of 


Kuwait. However, Mr. Atkins strong-

“Ultimately, Bush understands he 
cannot declare a war and survive polit 
ically,” said Mr. Atkins 

Small comfort, say I. Perhaps Mr 
Bush can deal with going down in the 
history books as the president who 
took care of Saddam Hussein in his one 
term and then returned to speed boats 
and jogging in Kennebunkport 

Mr. Atkins told the Townsman that 
he’s working on a resolution that 
would state the president must have a 
vote of Congress before declaring war, 
that the president cannot do it on his 
own. 

Mr. Atkins is convinced that the 
sanctions are working. He says the rea 
son there still are goods in the stores 
over there is because of smuggling, and 
he’s convinced that what Saddam Hus 
sein has to trade is TVs taken from 
Kuwait during the invasion and diesel 
fuel, 

“Traq still has sugar and flour com 
ing into the country but in time there 
won't be anything to barter with,” said 
Rep. Atkins, who also pointed out that 
no country in the Persian Gulf wants to 
be caught with oil from Iraq, so even 
that precious commodity will no longer 


be valuable to the dictator. The mes 
sage is, according to Chet Atkins, the 
United States needs to be patient and 
wait for the sanetions to work 

“The sanctions are working,” he 
said. “Iraq's economy is shutting 
down.” 

In discussing the idea that Mr. Bush 
would declare war without the 
approval of Congress, Mr. Atkins said, 
“IT am deeply concerned about the 
direction U.S. policy is taking. | think 
our policy is wrong; I think our policy 
is misguided and tragically flawed. You 
can't draw a winning scenario for the 
U.S. Even if you take Bush’s sudden 
massive strike and destroy lraq, does 
Iran come in and take over? You will 
have created a regional instability. We 
ought to tread very, very cautiously; 
we ought to act in concert with our 
allies; we ought to be prepared to be 
patient.” 

Mr. Atkins pointed out that turmoil 
has existed in the Middle Bast for ages. 
He said Mr. Bush and his advisers 
don’t understand the history and phi 
losophy of the Middle Eastern coun- 
tries and people. 

Chet Atkins summed up his posi 
tion: “If you win (a war there) you 
probably suffer your greatest loss. 

“To start a war there out of impa- 
tience and, cause the loss of American 
lives would be an unpardonable sin.” 
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Tom Flynn, writer/producer for 
the CBS news show, 48 Hours, dropped 
in unannounced this week to pick our 
brains about Andover. He’s producing 
a show about what he’s calling the 
recession, and he’s avoiding the word 
depression at this point. Interesting 
thing is, this show will not be aired 
until March. 

Anyway, he and his camera person 
and a couple others were scheduled to 
visit and film WIND, Wednesday Is 
Networking Day, a group of executives 
who have lost their jobs who meet 
Wednesday mornings at Faith Luther- 
an Church on South Main Street.

Road, was killed and his sister, Yoko, 12, 


heard that such a charge was prose 
cuted once in Florida, but he did not 
know the details. 

The failure to use child restraints 
is punishable by a $25 fine in Mas- 
sachusetts, according to Bob Weiner, 
first assistant district attorney for 
Essex County. But the same law says

a violation should not be used for 
negligence in a criminal action. 

“Our motor vehicle homicide sec- 
tion says you have to be operating 
negligently” for charges to be 
brought, Mr. Weiner said.

of seat belts would be a mute point, 
Mr. Weiner said.

One New Hampshire law requires an 
operator to use seat belt restraints for chil 
dren 12 and under, according to the district 
attorney. Another law provides for operators 
to be charged with negligent homicide if an

“The question is, is failure to use a seat 
belt for a child under 12 an act of negligence 
that should incur criminal penalties when 
death results,” Mr. Fitzgerald said 

Massachusetts has similar laws and, as in 
New Hampshire, the two have never been 
tied together for a charge of negligent homi 
cide, according to Steve O’Connell, a 
spokesman for the Essex County district 
attorney's office. Mr. Fitzgerald said he has
